Lieb Says Depression 
Hurts But More Boys 
| Are Playing Game. 


What’s wrong with baseball >? 

Frederick G. Lieb, baseball ex- 
pert, has written a series of 12 
articles, of which this is the first, 
answering this question. 

Kenesaw M. Landis, commission- 
er of organized baseball, other of- 
ficials and club owners say the 
depression is to blame for the de- 
crease in attendance. 

Mr. Lieb insists there are other 
reasons and in this series he offers 
constructive criticism of the con- 
duct of baseball.

_ It was the eve following the Wash- 
ington baseball team’s eventful vic- 
tory over the New York Giants in the 
final game of the 1924 World Series. 
Victory marked the capital city’s first 
championship. 

President Coolidge, who, with Mrs. 
Coolidge, had attended all the games 
played in Washington, publicly con- 
gratulated the winners. Thousands 
of happy fans paraded. I sat with 
Judge Kenesaw Landis, commissioner 
of baseball, in his hotel suite as we 
looked down at the crowds. 

“After all, this makes this thing 
that we are doing (meaning baseball) 
worth while,” he said with much feel- 
ing. 

Then talking in a more serious vein, 
he mused: “Will this always be so? 
I mean by that will the winning of 
a baseball championship always mean 
so much to an American community? 
Games, like nations and civilizations, 
rise and fall. Will our game always 
continue to grow or does this very 
day mark baseball's high tide?” 

Was there something _ prophetic 
about the words of the commissioner 
spoken eight and a half years ago? 
Has baseball kept up the pace or 
did that Washington series actually 
mark the high point of what we are 
pleased to term America’s national 
game? 

HIGH MARK IN 1924, 

It may have been only a coinci- 
dence, but that very season—1924—~ 
‘saw the highest paid attendance in 
‘he history of the American league. 
Also, it was defeat in that deciding 
game of 1924 that saw the start of 
the downfall of the Giants, once the 
outstanding team of major league 
baseball. 

What is the matter with baseball? 
‘I have asked all of the prominent

| “What is the matter with baseball

“To snap back almost to 20 per 
eent in one month after the holiday 
low is obviously encuvuraging and is 
quietly generating confidence, but the 
iron and steel industry prefers to be 
overly cautious, to live from week to 
weck, and to be steeled against a tem- 
porary interruption of the upward 
march, 

“Because the Detroit automobile 
body plants now tied up by strikes, 
have just got under way on Ford 
contracts, the results may be more 
to block broader specification for 
sheets, than to curtail present produc- 
tion. However, Ford has issued hold- 
ups on all materials and parts, which 
will slow up a movement that was 
becoming promising.”
